Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Telefus et al (US 2002/0008501) in view of Ashkeboussi et al. (US 62261 14 B1).. 

Telefus et al discloses a boost converter power supply substantially as claimed. 



Telefus et al. disclose a micoprocessor as a suitable controller and illustrate an 
output voltage sensing input to the microprocessor to control the PWM drive signal to 
the FET switch; see Telefus et al. fig. 6B. Telefus does not disclose the boost converter 
in a transceiver or sensing some other characteristic of a load to control the modulation 
of the PWM signal that drives the switch.

Ashkeboussi et al. discloses a fiber optic communication system (col. 1 , lines 23- 
35) including optical transmitters, optical receivers (not shown) where the transmitting 
stations include microprocessor based control systems. Ashkeboussi et al. in the 
discussion of the transmitter module discloses monitoring the bias current and notes 
inclusion of temperature responsive elements to monitor the temperature over its entire 
temperature operating range (col. 2 line 57- col. 3 line 40) and controlling the automatic 
power control (APC) to the laser diode to level the modulation index. Thus Ashkeboussi 
et al. clearly shows dual functionality of a microprocessor. It would have been obvious 
from the teaching of Ashkeboussi to include sensing of a load characteristic, such as 
temperature in an optical transmitter, in the PWM driven boost converter to control the 
power supply and stabilize the modulation thus avoiding adverse effects to transmission 
and reception of the signal. 

Applicants' response filed 19 April 2006 has been fully considered but is not 
persuasive. Simply put, applicant is not the first to conceive of multi-function processor 
control for an optical transceiver or any other device.
